(UPI Wirephoto) 
Campus Head Optimistic, 
Though Enrollment’s Down 


Enrollm ent figures for the 
winter q u arter at the Kent State 
University Salem Campus show 
a decrease, but Campus Direc­ 
tor Thom as Cox is optimistic, 
despite earlier indications of 
financial woes. 
By 
m id-N ovem ber, 
the 
cam pus was feeling a financial 
crunch, as the Cougars basket­ 
ball team schedule was can­ 
celled and all student activities 
were elim inated. The team , 
however, was able to raise 
money to fund its own program 
and the schedule later was rein­ 
stated 
The cam pus reportedly was 
under pressure to increase its 
enrollm ent since the main Kent 
State cam pus ordered activities 
cut when the fall quarter enroll­ 
ment fell 
below 
figures 
of 
previous years. 
“Last year we had an excep­ 
tionally good year, so even 
though this y e ar’s enrollment is 
down, w e’re still doing w ell,” 
he said. The enrollm ent for this 
winter q u arte r at the Salem 
cam pus is 534, compared to 604 
a year ago. 
“We m aintained 92 per cent 
from fall to w inter this year, 
and usually we drop 14 per cent. 
This year we only dropped eight 
per cent,” Cox said 
He said the school will not 
lose any state monev with the 
decrease, since funding is set 
aside in the fall quarter. He 
added that the cam pus is doing 
well as far as student fee money 
is concerned. 
Work 
began Thursday 
on 
construction of four new classes 


at the branch, excluded from 
the original construction due to 
lack of funds. Also planned are 
the remodeling of the library 
area and other im provem ents, 
including supplemental 
elec­ 
trical and heating facilities. 
Drain piping was delivered 
Thursday and workm en were 
expected to begin putting it in 
soon. The transferring of drains 
can be done during the winter 
because there is less chance of 
the ground caving in, Cox said. 
From tim e to tim e the Salem 
B ranch makes recom m enda­ 
tions to the main Kent Campus 
about such things as courses 
and staffing, most of which are 
accepted, according to Cox.

Unemployment fell to 7.3 per 
cent in early January, return 
ing to the post-recession low of

Although the figures provided 
evidence of a stronger econo 
my, the departm ent conceded 
the reports is now outdated. It 
does not include m ore than one 
million persons laid off recently 
by a severe winter weather. 
The g o vernm ent survey-— 
re fle ctin g 
the job 
p ictu re 
during the week of Jan. 9— 
showed unemployment dropped 
0.5 per cent from Decem ber 
Not since last May lias the 
figure been as low as 7.3 per 
cent. 
Some seven million persons 
w ere unem ployed in early 
January, a decline of 560,000 
from the previous month. But 
most of the im provem ent was 
caused by a sim u ltan eo u s 
decline in the total num ber of 
persons available for work. 
T otal 
em ploym ent 
rose 
slightly to 88.6 million 
last 
month. Much of the increase 
o ccu rred in m an u factu rin g , 
which has since been hard-hit 
by 
w e ath e rrelate d 
en erg y 
shortages. 
The staff of the House Budget 
Com mittee Thursday predicted 
unemployment during the cold 
wave could rise as high as 9.2 
per cent. But the staff pointed 
out that it would be a tem ­ 
porary phenomenon and that 
employment would rise after 
the crisis passed 
As usual each January, the 
government revised all unem ­ 
ployment data from the previ­ 
ous months and years to better 
reflect seasonal factors.

DETROIT (U P I) - The 
harsh winter that crippled 
much of the East slow ed the US. 
auto industry’s assault on the 
record books and lateJanuary 
new car sales fell some 30,000 
below the target 
But figures released by the 
four 
U S . auto 
com panies 
Thursday showed strong early 
January' sales were enough to 
push deliveries for the month 6 
per cent ahead of 1976 for the 
best January in four years. 
Imported 
cars, 
paced 
by 
record performances by the 
Japanese Toyota and Datsun, 
were up an estimated 33 per 
cent. 
“We can’t build cars, deliver 
cars or find customers even 
willing to brave the winter to 
come out and buy a new car,” 
one analyst explained. 
“We 
should get most of those sales 
back when the weather warms 
up 
unless 
unem ploym ent 
rises.” 
Sales in the 
final 
10-day 
period 
totaled 
234,642 cars, 
down 7 per cent from last year 
on a daily sales basis. The 
normal upbeat tempo that 
started the year should have 
given 
the 
industry 
ap­ 
proximately 265,000 sales in the 
Jan. 21-31 period, analysts said. 
It was the first 10<iay period 
since last November — when 
the effects of a strike against 
the Ford Motor Co. cut sales — 
that the industry has not topp- 
ped a year-earlier sales period. 
Industry executives had been 
predicting new car sales this 
year would approach the record 
11.4 million sold in 1973. 
For the 
month, 
the 
four 
companies sold 601,325 cars, up 
6 per cent from last year and 
the 
best since the 
opening 
month of 1973 when the industry 
was heading for a record year. 
Except for the harsh winter. 
January sales probably would 
have been the second best on 
record, analysts said. 
Parts 
shortages 
and 
fuel 
interruptions 
continued 
to 
plague the industry’s attempts 
to meet production schedules. 
But the number of workers 
idled in the industry stood at 
83,000 Thursday, down from a 
high of nearly 113,000 earlier in 
the week. 
About 40,000 cars were cut 
from production schedules this 
week and will show up in lower 
sales figures in February and 
March, analysts said. 
For the 10-day period, Ameri­ 
can Motors reported sales were 


off 14 per cent, due both to 
slumping small car sales and 
the weather. Chrysler sales 
were off 22 per cent, Ford 
slipped 4 per cent and General 
Motors 3 per cent. 


For the entire month, AMC 
sales dropped 17 per cent from 
last January and Chrysler was 
off 5 per cent. GM was up 8 per 
cent and Ford, 
which 
was 
recovering from its late-fall 
strike, recorded a 134 per cent 
gain 
"The weather, particularly in 
the last 10 days — changed 
January from a great sales 
month to a good sales month,” 
Bennett E.Bidwell, Ford sales 
vice president, said. “Vehicle 
shipments were seriously af­ 
fected and showroom activity 
was curtailed.”

(U P I) — Two men from North 
Carolina have become the first 
black Marines to be ordered 
court-martialled on attempted 
murder charges in the "Ku 
Klux Klan mistake” attack by 
blacks on white Marines.

hearings, courts-martial were 
ordered Thursday for Sgt. 
William M. Spencer, 23. High 
Point, NC, and Pfc. Donald R. 
Hunter, 22, Winston-Salem, NC. 
Of the 14 blacks originally 
charged, two have been convic­ 
ted, one was acquitted, one was 
granted immunity in return for 
a promise to testify against the 
others and eight cases are 
pending. 
Spencer and 
Hunter 
face 
maximum sentences of 75 years 
if convicted 
of 
attem pted 
murder. The others court- 
martialled were charged with 
conspiracy or assault. 
A group of black Marines 
invaded a barracks room in 
November, clubbing and stab­ 
bing whites. Six whites were 
hospitalized. 
The blacks later said they 
thought they were invading a 
Ku Klux Klan meeting follow­ 
ing several racial incidents on 
the base because of the growth 
of the Klan among whites. They 
got the wrong room

attacked were not Klan mem­ 
bers.

Gas-producing 
States Hit 
By Sen. Glenn 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen. 
John Glenn, D-Ohio, today 
accused gas-producing states of 
playing "political football" 
with their supplies of natural 
gas 
"We have a million out of 
work in Ohio now, and to think 
w e’re just going to wither on the 
end of the vine here, while other 
states keep gas in their states 
by other means., that’s just not 
realistic,” said Glenn. “We’re 
going to have to look at this as a 
national energy problem and 
solve 
it 
with 
national 
legislation. 
"And that means we have to 
make federal law applicable to 
energy sources within a state— 
to the intrastate g a s—then 
that’s what we have to do," said 
Glenn. "We can’t just dodge 
this the way Congress has done 
over the past couple of years.” 
Glenn made the statements in 
an unedited news conference 
with Andrew Alexander of the 
Dayton Journal-Herald and 
Angela Dodson of Gannett 
Newspapers that was recorded 
in Washington and sent to Ohio 
radio stations for release today. 
Glenn also warned of another 
natural gas crisis next winter. 
"Nothing we do right now is 
going to guarantee ..enough 
drillng that we won't 
have 
problems next winter, or the 
potential for that,” said Glenn 
"To develop a major gas field 
takes anywhere from...two to 
five years, depending on how 
much money is put into it, and 
how easily accessible the gas is. 
Most of the easy gas in this 
country 
has already 
been 
found. 
"And we have to recognize 
that you can’t just drill a hole 
anymore and get gas gushing 
out of it that you can then put 
into the pipeline,” he said. 
Glenn also proposed that a \ 
blue-ribbon panel be appointed 
to investigate the causes of the * 
crisis and propose solutions 
He was asked whether the 
investigation should be con- ; 
ducted 
by 
the 
Interior 
Department. 
“I 
think 
perhaps 
Interior 
may be—with their policies as 
far as gas coming off federal . 
lands— may be even part of the 
problem,” he replied. "I don’t 
know.”

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Hospital Administrator Issues 1977 Report 


Robert F. Rice, adm inistra­ 
tor ol Northern Columbiana 
County 
Community 
Hospital 
here, has issued his annual 
report of operations for the past 
year. In it he outlines what 
steps should be taken by hos­ 
pitals in the future to insure 
their successful operation. He 
also notes rapidly rising casts, 
using budget figures from 1971 
and 1977. 
The text of his report follows: 
“Each year I have attem pted 
to inform the trustees and Asso­ 
ciatio n 
m em b ersh ip

previous year and to establish 
some of the goals and forecasts 
for the new year. This year I

“The hospital, as a voluntary 
organization, thinks of their 
c u rre n t local c irc u m stan c es 
and are acting or reacting in 
many ways instead of unifying 
their actions for the longer 
term interests of the whole sys­ 
tem I have noted some efforts 
to unify in the last year, but not 
nearly enough to forestall what 
I feel will be a m ajor financial 
problem 
in

foreseeable 
future. All of the proposals to 
correct the reim bursem ent sys­ 
tem s involve change, and those 
that are viable will cause some 
risks and difficulty. We should 
weigh these risks of intentional 
change against the changes 
that will likely be m ade by 
others.

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Realistic Programs Needed

WASHINGTON — (N EA ) — It is now learned 
that most of the advice the nation's scientists 
have been giving the White House and Congress 
these past two years on solving the energy 
crunch has been so wildly contradictory and im­ 
practical it has been either impossible for any­ 
one to come up with a workable program. 
This in considerable measure is the reason we 
are today even more dangerously dependent on 
oil from the petroleum monopoly than at the time 
of the worldwide boycott — and why, energy- 
wise, we are living on borrowed time. 
For one, scientists 
could 
not 
agree 
on 
E 
nonties And thus it now appears that we may 
e throwing most of our research money into the 
wrong channels, and strangling areas of the 
greatest promise 
AS ONE E X A M P L E , technical men working 
on pure theory saw in coal a relatively quick sub­ 
stitute for oil in a variety of operations. The U.S. 
has coal in abundance. Coal liquefaction and 
shale oil were the talk of scientific conferences. 
Never mind that coal producers said that 
practical production problems and high costs 
would make shale and liquefaction at com­ 
petitive rates a long time in coming. 
The scientists too, in their enthusiasm for coal, 
have only recently begun to consider just how 
great may be the environmental problems asso­ 
ciated with a major increase in coal output — 
and the costs involved in ameliorating damage to 
the environment in large-scale strip mining 
Today also, the scientists are beginning to find 
unexpected problems associated with all other 
major roads to greater energy self-sufficiency — 
whether it be nuclear fission or fusion, breeder 
or non breeder, geothermal, solar. All, including 
solar power, may create unwanted changes in 


the environment, the scientists now say 
It now appears we may well run seriously 
short of energy worldwide before we solve the 
social-environmental and commercial problems 
necessary to expand alternate sources, such as 
coal, and to develop new sources, such as 
breeder reactors and solar energy, on a scale 
sufficiently large to meet our energy needs. 


IN T H E LONG RUN, the problems undoubted­ 
ly can be solved, though at considerably higher 
cost than energy today. But the social, environ­ 
mental. political and'engineering adjustments, 
and the consequent delays, will mean that some­ 
time in the interim period — that is, in the next 30 
to 40 years — there may be a most serious energy 
shortage worldwide. 
The only way to make ends meet, a growing 
number of scientists now say, will be through the 
rapid development and adoption of much more 
efficient means of using energy, and adjusting 
our needs so that we don’t increase our energy 
requirements at the fast pace of the recent past 
Yet just a year ago, a prominent government 
engineer was all but laughed off the platform by 
the chairman at a major scientific meeting for 
suggesting just this approach. 


The problem here, as in economics, is that the 
scientists too often live in a world of their own 
The politicians also. And the producers. And 
those vtorking on environmental protection. 
Each develops a program to protect or promote 
what their particular group believes in, inde­ 
pendent of the others. The programs don’t mesh. 
The groups end up in conflict. 
The truth is, of course, we need in government, 
and in private society, more teams which include 
a variety of legitimate interests, teams that will 
work together to develop programs all of us can 
live with.

Best Of Miranda Lives

W e 
are 
hearing a good deal of yak-yak- 
vak from the usual 
liberal 
circles about the Suprem e 
Court’s opinion of January 25 in 
an Oregon case. The piteous cry 
is that the Court further un­ 
dermined the famous principles 
of “ Miranda," and that we are 
headed back toward the days of 
Torquemada. 
the 
Star 
Chamber, and the rack 
But this is nonsense. Much of 
the howling seems to emanate 
from persons who have read 
neither the Miranda case nor 
the Oregon case. They are 
howling m ainly because it 
seems fashionable to howl. 


The 
landm ark 
case 
of 
M IRANDA v. ARIZONA. 384 
U.S 436, was decided on June 
13, 1966. Actually, there were 
four criminal cases bound into 
one decision. In each case the 
constitutional question involved 
the Fifth Amendment provision 
that no person 
‘‘shall 
be 
compelled in any criminal case 
to be a witness against him­ 
self.” 
Miranda’s 
conviction 
(and 
those of the other defendants) 
was reversed. A majority of the 
Court held that once police have 
taken a suspect into custody, 
the suspect must 
be given 
certain reminders and w ar­ 
nings — of his right to remain 
silent, of his right to counsel, 
and so on. The decision was 
hailed by civil libertarians as a 
tremendous leap forward in 
terms of the rights of an ac­ 
cused 
The 
decision 
was 
denounced by law enforcement 


officers as one more obstacle to 
convicting the guilty. 
T H E M IRANDA opinion was 
Chief Justice Warren's par­ 
ticular pride and joy. Why. it is 
hard to say. As an example of 
the opinion-writing art, it had 
few 
merits and a 
hundred 
faults: the opinion was long, 
diffuse, endlessly repetitious, 
plainly the product more of 
emotion than of reason. It split 
the Court 
wide-open 
Clark 
wrote a strong dissent. Harlan 
wrote an even stronger dissent, 
joined by White and Stewart 
Then White 
wrote 
a 
third 
dissent of his own. in which he 
roared his disapproval. Those 
who suppose that the “ Miranda 
warnings” are 
engraved 
in 
stone should keep 
this 
5-4 
division 
in 
mind. 
Warren's 
great leap commanded a bare 
majority within the Court. 
In the very first paragraph of 
his opinion, Warren defined the 
limits of his leap The Miranda 
principles were to apply to 
statements “ obtained from an 
individual who is subjected to 
custodial police interrogation." 
The limitation as to “ custodial 
interrogation” was expressed 
not fewer than 25 times. The 
warnings would be required 
“ after a person has been taken 
into custody or deprived of his 
freedom in any significant 
way.” 
Warren’s 
purpose 
was 
to 
prevent 
‘‘menacing 
police 
interrogation procedures.” In 
an effort to soothe his dissen­ 
ting brothers, he emphasized 
that “ volunteered statements 
of any kind are not banned by 
the Fifth Amendment and their

headquarters two blocks from 
his home. Mathiason never was 
taken into custody ; he was not 
arrested at the time. He went 
around and talked to the of­ 
ficer. They talked in a private 
room. The officer tried a ruse — 
he said the suspect’s finger­ 
prints had been found — but 
such a ruse would have been 
disdained by an innocent man 
Mathiason was not innocent. He 
was guilty as sin. He admitted 
stealing 
the 
stereo, 
and 
disclosed where he had sold it. 
The 
conversation 
lasted 
no 
more 
than 
30 
minutes. 
Mathiason left of his own ac­ 
cord. He was not even arrested 
until some time later. 
To say that Mathiason was 
thus “ compelled to be a witness 
against himself” is humbug. 
The great principles of the Fifth 
Amendment 
rem ain 
unim- 
pared. All that is happening is 
that life gets a little tougher for 
the burglar, and a little simpler 
for the cop And I, for one, see 
nothing wrong with that. 


Labor Enters The Sunbelt 


N EW YO RK — If Southern 
captains of 
industry 
slowly 
have felt themselves and their 
big plants being surrounded 
and cloistered-in, it isn’t any 
eerie extrasensory perception. 
Without drama, without mas­ 
sive 
picket-waving 
plant 
demonstrations and without 
such slogans as “ Operation 
Dixie,” but with imaginative 
alliances 
with 
Catholic, 
Protestant and Jewish clergy­ 
men and black leaders, labor 
officials 
have almost 
im ­ 
perceptibly launched their $10 
m illion, 
two-year 
crash 
through offensive to once and 
for all sew the union lable on the 
whole sunbelt. 
With an unorthodox tactical 
twist, leaders of the Amalga­ 
mated Clothing and Textile 
Workers (ACTWU) have put in 
their vanguard the 47-year-old 
Holy Cross Father Pat Sulflvan. 
His passion and his duty as a 
full-time 
ACTW U 
paid 
organizer are to “ actively re­ 
cruit Catholics for what has 
been called by unionists the 
‘Southern Textile War.’ ” 
Father Sullivan was hired 
last fall as 
the 
permanent 
liaison between 
the 500,000- 
member newly merged AFL- 
CIO union and Catholic or­ 
ganizations. This active priest, 
a New Yorker, finds the Union 
Square area 
and 
ACTW U 
central offices here familiar 
“w ar” headquarters. He isn’t 
the only clergyman 
in 
the 
union’s national camp, directed 
by a calm ACTWU president, 
quiet-spoken Murray Finley, a 
third 
generation 
Sidney 
Hillman. And there is secre- 
tary-treasurer Ja ck Sheink- 
man, a lawyer who has just 
turned 50. He can still be an old- 
time fiery rank-and-file orator. 
FA T H E R SU LLIV A N ’S Pro­ 
testant counterpart is the Rev. 
William 
Somplatsky-Jarman. 
He’s a Disciple of Christ. He is 
persuasive. He did succeed in 
convincing 
the 
Missouri 
Council of Churches to en­ 
dorse, at their Ulth Annual 
Assembly, the union’s basic 
drive against the giant J. P 
Stevens Co., the nation’s second 
largest textile manufacturer. 
There are similar endorse­ 
ments of the union campaign in 
50 cities to force Stevens to sign 
with the ACTWU which seeks to 
organize some 45,000 workers in

There are rabbis, the Jewish 
Labor Committee and some 
Protestant denominations, al­ 
ready backing the drive at the 
beginning of what will be one of 
1977’s biggest running headline 
stories. 
But, as in Cesar Chavez’s 
Farmworkers’ 
decades-span- 
ning campaign and in the costly 
clothing 
union 
boycott 
of 
Texas's Farah company, the 
Catholic church is out front — 
further down the road than 
even the campus groups, such 
as at Princeton, which are just 
beginning to swing into action. 
In mid-November, for ex­ 
ample, Father Sullivan, in 
collaboration 
with 
Msgr. 
George Higgins, of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops,

These hierarchs are from the 
Carolinas and Georgia. They 
met with Samuel in Washing­

recent assemblage of the Na­ 
tional Conference of Catholic 
Bishops. One of those who 
heard Samuel, Bishop Joseph 
Gossman of Raleigh, N.C., said,

there is a likelihood whether we 
can play a role.” 
BISH O P GOSSMAN said re­ 
ports of wide Catholic church 
support for the union drive 
were premature. But he added, 
“ It is possible to come to the 
conclusion that J. P. Stevens is 
wrong and the union is right but 
still not back a boycott.” 
Another of the conferees, 
Bishop Ernest Unterkoefler of 
Charleston, S.C., advised that 
“ we (the Southern bishops > are 
still 
seeking 
information. 
C ertainly 
all 
the 
bishops 
together are agreed on the 
principles 
involved. 
W e’re 
concerned about the workers. 
We re concerned about justice 
and labor conditions. 
“ At the same time we do*’t 
want to destroy industry. My 
C 
sition at the moment can only 
a position of mediation 
but 
that may change one way or 
another.” 


And Father Sullivan will be 
right in there, campaigning for 
his union during a series of 
Catholic conferences early next 
year. 
But as union chief Finley 
says, "There isn't any such 
thing as a single dramatic 
event. We will gamble on the 
public." 
And so are the men of J P. 
Stevens' executive leadership 
who have lived with this drive 
for years now But they are sur­ 
prised by the flash-fire labor 
support now flaring across the 
land in the AFL-CIO’s first na­ 
tionally coordinated post-elec­ 
tion drive. 
Wherever Finley and Sheink- 
man go, they find unusual allies 
asking fora piece of the action. 
In many areas the Teamsters 
are with them. And hard-hat 
union chiefs ask to be let in on 
“ it.” After all, more than labor 
solidarity 
is 
at 
stake. 
If 
Stevens’ non-union front can be 
broken so will most of Southern 
industry, 
including 
the 
spreading automotive plants. 
And when all the sunbelt 
working populations which the 
central AFL-CIO organizing 
department and the big inde­ 
pendent 
unions 
consider 
eligible for union labelling are 
totalled, the numbers will run 
into the millions. 
So the ACTWU 
really 
is 
softening 
all 
fronts. 
It ’s 
producing a movie. It is ap­ 
proaching such Dem ocratic 
mayors as New York’s Abe 
Beame for an official ban on 
city purchasing of Stevens 
products. Reports are that 
Philadelphia w ill be next.. 
There, the union has enlisted a 
Congressman, the City Council 
leader, an archbishop of the 
Greek Orthodox Church and 
leading black activists. 
Elsew here, 
the 
National 
Black Caucus of Local Elected 
O fficials, the N A A C P, the 
Georgia Assn. of Black Elected 
Officials, etc., etc., are backing 
the union drive. And count on 
UN 
Ambassador-designate 
Andrew Young and Labor 
Secretary-designate 
Freddie 
Ray Marshall. There’s enough 
political power there to move 
mountains. 
But the sunbelt is far from 
being taken. It’s only the begin­ 
ning of the beginning.

LONDON - (LE N S ) - It’s 
official 
The Russians con­ 
firmed this week that they had 
harvested a record grain crop, 
224 million tons, a spot up on the 
previous (1973) record, a mile 
up on 1975’s really horrible 137 
million tons 
More significantly, the figure 
confirms that that year was 
indeed on aberration. Since the 
start of the 1970s, the Soviet 
harvest has averagt*d about 187 
million tons; the corresponding 
figure a dt?cade earlier was 135 
million. 
This 
represents 
an 
annual increase of 3.25 per cent, 
well ahead of Russia’s 1 per 
cent population growth. 
Not that it is people eating the 
extra corn. Their direct con­ 
sumption 
has 
hardly 
risen; 
American estimates put it vir­ 
tually unchanged since 1960 at 
about 45 million tons. But mul­ 
tiplying livestock are wolfing it 
down; their consumption over 
the same period is reckoned to 
have risen from around 45 
million to over 100 million tons 
in 1972-74. Use for seed, sub­ 
stantial waste and various 
forms of indirect consumption 
account 
for 
most 
of 
the 
remainder. 
Once the Russians have 
become as smart at converting 
grain into meat as the western 
world has, they will be able to 
eat, if their leaders so choose, 
much like Americans. Already 
Soviet use of grain, per person 
(though, of course, not by per­ 
sons), is very near the Ameri­ 
can level. 
Some implications: 
For 
m arkets: 
The good 
Soviet (and other) harvests had 
been well discounted in ad­ 
vance. Though the full extent of 
the Russian success was not 
evident till November .«Chicago 
wheat futures were already 
slumping steadily, from about 
$3.85 in July to around $2.60 in 
November. They 
ended 
the 
year a little above their low 
point, because of America’s 
modest estimates of its own 
winter wheat plantings. 
The Russians 
in 
1975-76 
(October-September) imported 
26 million tons of grain, 15 
million of it from America Now 
they will cut but not stop im­ 
ports; the 1976-77 total could be 
around 13 million tons, and 9.5 
million are already contracted 
for, of which 6.5 million are 
from America 
Russia’s own 
exports, notably of barley to 
eastern Europe, will be strong 
(not that they are very large. 


by 
tne standards of world 
trade). 
The 
world, 
except 
for, 
Europe, already has grainy 
coming 
out 
of 
its 
ear»*: * 
American and Canada have 
had record crops, and of the two 
southern-hemisphere exporters J 
Argentina expects the same 
(and has nowhere to stock it, so 
must sell vigorously), w hile’ 
Australia’s previously lowish 
estimates have been sharply 
raised. 
On the consumer’* side, even 
India has built up stocks of un­ 
precedented size. 
And the 
Chinese too are claiming record 
grain harvests, though their 
claims (which include potatoes 
and may or may not include 
soybeans) are not quantified. 
Fo r 
Russia: 
It 
w ill 
be 
astonishing if the Russians’ 
giant harvest does not pose, 
them giant 
transport and 
storage problems. They hope 
over the 1976-80 planning period 
to 
increase 
their 
storage 
capacity, like their average 
harvest, by 40 million tons. And 
here they are with that extra 40' 
million to handle right away;. 
But the strategic advantages 
will be great. After depending' 
on essentially North American 
imports twice in the first five 
vears of the decade, they should 
be able to rebuild their stocks to 
levels that would enable them', 
if need be, to thumb their noses 
at nasty outsiders, and offer 
supplies 
to 
potentially 
nice 
ones. 
Anyone, 
for 
instance, 
wanting to use the g raiif 
weapon against

had

For the world: The increase

Social Security Ills 
Haunt New Leaders

We seniors 
have 
pleasant 
nevys, 
W illiam 
E . 
Simon, 
Secretary of the Treasury 
under President Ford, will not 
be a member of the Carter 
administration. 
You may 
ask, 
“ Why get 
stirr»?d up? Simon's frightening 
ideas about 
Social 
Security 
won’t prevail. The man can't 
harm us any more.” Don’t 
believe it. There are still 
government 
leaders 
who 
subscribe to Simon’s ideas 
The W all Street Journal 
published an article by Simon 
Title? “ How To Rescue Social 
Security.” 
The key to his thinking is 
expressed as follows: “ Social 
Security 
was 
designed 
to 
provide an income floor to the 
aged. It was never intended to 
be a welfare program providing 
the entire means of support for 
everyone in old age.” 
The Simon editorial covers 
the fiscal problems of the Social 
Security Trust Fund. He admits 
that “ the government has 
tinkered with the program. It 
was originally understood that 
Social Security tax payments 
would be accumulated in a 
reserve account. The fund was 
supposed to grow steadily, 
earning interest until it reached 
a sum large enough to meet 
commitments. 
The 
con­ 
tributors themselves would own 
the assets of the fund. The 
government 
would 
serve 
merely as trustee.” 
SIM O N D R A W S a 
bleak 
picture. The reserve account 
has not been allowed to grow. 
The government has not raised 
funds 
commensurate 
with 
benefit increases. 
“ If we do not reduce the 
growth rate of Social Security 
benefits,” 
Simon says, 
“ an 
eventual financial crisis is 
inescapable. 
Large 
and 
perhaps sudden cuts in benefits 
to the aged, bereaved, and 
disabled would be unavoidable. 
“ The prospects for enormous 
future 
deficits 
in 
Social 
Security funds,” according to 
Simon, “ are bound to cause 
trouble for the nation and the 
elderly." Simon offers three 
solutions: 
1) Change the ways in which 
the program pays increased 
benefits as wages go up. Wage 
earners should build their own 
savings and purchase private 
retirement insurance. 
2) Raise the age at which 
workers can claim their retire­ 
ment (income) from 65 to 67. 
3) Make Social Security 
payments taxable. 
Yes, the Social Security 
system would surely save 
money if these policies were 
adopted 
What the savings 
would do to the elderly is 
another matter. 
Many workers are now forced 
onto Social Security before 65 
because many firm s don’t 
employ older or even middle 
aged people. Additionally, with 
inflation 
and 
unemployment 
abounding, the savings of many 
workers are used up or reduced 
long before retirement. 
THIS B A T T LE which rages 
over Social Security has two 


aspects. Simon is concerned' 
only for the maintenance of the 
financial 
integrity 
of 
the 
system. The matter of social 
integrity for the system is not 
considered. 
What we have here is a clash 
of ideologies. There is more to 
this nation than the balancing 
of budgets. The successful 
production of goods and profits' 
is not the essence of patriotism 
Nor is blatant commercialism a 
synonym for the beautiful word 
“ Democracy.” 
People count. Twenty-five 
million people living on Social 
Security count. We built this 
nation. Through the 77 years of 
this century, we who are now 
seniors fought our country’s 
wars. What our country now 
has of comfort, of world leader­ 
ship, of the power to defend 
itself, was made by us who are 
now elderly. 
It isn’t Social Security which 
must be rescued. Two out of 
every five old people in this 
country now live on incomes” 
below the poverty line. They’re 
the ones who must be rescued 
We may hope that the new^ 
adm inistration w ill address>‘ 
itself more humanely to the 
problems of the aging, and the 
difficulties 
of 
the 
Social 
Security system.

In 1 Out Of 13 Families 


The fastest-growing kind of 
family in the United States? It 
is the one headed by a mother. 
According to governm ent 
data, 
fam ilies 
headed 
by 
mothers have inpreased from 
2 5 million to 4.4 million, almost 
70 per cent, over 
the last 
decade At the same time, hus- 
band-wife families grew by less 
than four per cent, to reach a 
total of 25.2 million. 
Who are these women who 
head one out of every thirteen 
American fam ilies9 
They may be divorced, sepa­ 
rated, widowed or single. In­ 
cluded are some unmarried 
women who have been allowed 
by law to adopt children, a 
rather recent development. 
Women heading their own 
fam ilies are also younger than 
in earlier periods surveyed. 
Since 1960, their median age 
dropped from 50.5 to 43.4 years. 
A ccording to econom ists 
Heather L. Ross and Isabel V. 
Sewhill, reports the American 
C ouncil of Life Insurance, 
among the reasons for the 
rising divorce rate, which has 
contributed to the growing 
ranks of families headed by 
women, 
has 
been 
women’s 
ipcreasing economic independ­ 
ence and earnings 
oppor­ 
tunities.

Porcelain, pottery, earthen­ 
ware, creamware, Ironstone. 
The words are chanted inter­ 
changeably 
and 
lumped 
together 
by 
inexperienced 
collectors 
into 
the 
one 
classification — china. 
Why this is so we do not un­ 
derstand for each category has 
its own peculiar characteristics' 
and deserves to be called by its 
proper name. 
Only porcelain can rightly be 
termed china, for it originated 
in that country many centuries 
ago and was brought from there 
to Europe about 300 years ago. 
P orcelain 
is 
translucent 
(light can be seen through it). It 
is the hardest of wares from the 
potter’s hand. It is thin and 
lightweight with the appear­ 
ance of glass. 
The rem aining categories 
can be classified as pottery 
since it is made from clay and 
hardened by 
high 
tempera­ 
tures. 
The United States has never 
led the field in porcelain 
production. Colonists depended 
upon the European and English 
potters for their supply. Not 
until the beginning of the 19th 
century was the product manu­ 
factured in the United States. 
The first factory was begun in 
Philadelphia, Pa., by William 
Ellis Tucker in 1825. 
Basically, there are three 
types of porcelain, although it is 
difficult to distinguish between 
hard 
paste 
and 
soft 
paste 
porcelains. The third is bone 
china. 
Although their appearances 
are similar, each has a differ­ 
ent composition and production 
method. Hard paste porcelains 
are made with a clay called 
kaolin. Bone china is made with 
the addition of bone ash, while 
soft paste porcelains are made 
with white clay. Some experts 
contend that soft paste and 
bone china are mere imitations

The greatest aid to home 
sewing is a home for the sewing 
machine and sewing clutter. 
Even the tiniest, most un­ 
inspired scrap of space can be 
turned into a pleasant sew-a- 
way, with planned storage for 
fabrics and sewing needs, a 
roomy table for the sewing 
m achine and a sleek, un­ 
cluttered feeling. 
For example, a tiny attic 
room w as transform ed by 
designer Shirley Regendahl

When Salem was very young 


— in the first 15 years — her 
women did not follow 
the 


“foolish fashions of the world.” 
They were attired in plain 
clothes, 
becoming 
to 
the 


Quaker faith. 
While Quakers never adopted 


any uniform mode of dress, 
plainness was characteristic of 
the followers of George Fox, 
who founded the movement 
some 300 years ago. 
Bonnets worn by the Quaker 


women in that early period 
were either brought by the 
pioneers or bought in Phil­ 
adelphia, 
the 
general 


headquarters for Quakers 
They wore hats, cone-shaped 
with a brim, in keeping with the 
styles of the 16th Century. Then 
when 
bonnets 
became 


universal they wore bonnets. 
However, 
when 
fashions 


reversed to hats again, these 


women did not follow “ the vain 
fashions of the world.” They 
stuck to bonnets. Some of the 
early bonnets were called 
“ Sugar Scoop,” being long with 
deep stiff plaits in the back with 
a small bow at the base of the 
neckline. An example of this 
style of bonnet may be seen 
today at the Salem Historical 
Society on South Broadway. 
A Salem woman of Quaker 
parentage who was born and 
reared 
near 
Philadelphia, 
recalled that as a child she shed 
many a tear because she had to 
wear a bonnet. She and her 
sister were bashful and thought 
bonnets 
made them 
more 
conspicuous. So their mother 
B 
rmitted them to wear little 
ts to school. For church and 
dressup, they wore bonnets. 
Since Salem’s history was 
written by a man not interested 
in 
m illinery, 
the 
present 


generation Pas lost out on 
records of early m illinery 
stores. 
The Salem Era newspaper 


issue of March 20, 1884, gives a 
brief description of three 
millinery stores in Salem as 
follows: 
‘The Bell Sisters came here 


in 1880 from Newark and 
opened a millinery store on 
Main Street, now East State 
Street. Their stock is carefully 
selected in all departments and 
contains the latest and finest 
styles to be found. Their 
E 


lumes, fine flowers and rib- 
ons are in the latest and 


nobbiest style. These sisters 
are doing a thriving business." 
“ For many years there has 


been a millinery store at Nos. 3 
and 4 Broadway, in the rear of 
Boone and Campbell’s Bank. 
The proprietress, Miss A R 
Griffith succeeded Miss R E 


Negus a couple of years ago. 
Miss G riffith has been 
a 
resident of Salem for 19 years, 
and her large acquaintance is a 
great assistance towards the 
success of her trade.” 
“ Jennie Davidson and sister 
have been in the millinery trade 
in Salem for 22 years and have 
secured 
many 
of 
the 
best 
families of the town as their 
patrons. They formerly kept 
fancy goods, but now devote 
them selves 
exclusively 
to 
custom work and keep up to the 
times on all the latest styles and 
fashions.” 
The most famous hat shop in 
Salem was operated by Mable 
Doutt on East State Street until 
the late 1950’s. It was owned by 
her family for more than 75 
years. 
Mrs. 
Doutt had 
the 
distinction of being the fourth 
generation of milliners in her 
family. Her maternal great­ 


grandmother and her grand­ 
mother were pioneer 
hat 


makers as was her mother. In 
bygone years, Mrs. Doutt 
recalled that straw hats were 
strung on strings and hung 
outside the door. With the hat 
they would put a cage with a 
E 


arrot, and another cage with 
irds to attract attention. 
Birds were a favorite trim ­ 
ming in this early period The 
vast destruction of bird life, 
brought about the organization 
of 
the 
National 
Audubon 


Society in 1905 This society 
promoted laws to protect the 
feathered friends. 
Replacing 


the birds, goose and chicken 
feathers were used. These were' 
beautifully dyed and fashioned 
into wings and cockades 


Today, there is not one 


millinery shop in Salem, as 
ladies seldom wear hats.

For those who choose to 
recreate as hunters and fisher­ 
men the blue moods are here. 
Although grouse season runs 
well into February and there is 
plenty of ice for fishing, the 
weather has been forbidding. 
Before givino in to cabin fever 
and the doldrums of the TV, 
however, try and make good 
use of the indoor period. 
With hunting seasons just 
over, a thorough cleaning of 
scatter-guns is a good idea. 
During seasons most are just 
cleaned by running a patch 
through the bore and applying a 
thin coat of oil to the exterior. 
Now is the time for dismantling 
and complete cleaning. 
All 
metal 
parts 
and 
especially the bore should 
receive a good solvent cleaning 
Moving metal parts should be 
checked for shiny areas caused 
by 
the 
friction 
of 
rubbing 
against other parts. These 
shiny areas should be coated 
with gun lube and all metal 
parts should have oil rubbed in 
and a thin coat left standing 
Wood 
of 
the 
stock 
and 
forearm are most susceptible to 
damage during hunting and 
require a good maintenance 
program. 
Hard 
finishes 
in­ 
variably end seasons with 
scratches. 
There 
are 
many 
good do-ityourself kits to repair 
such damage and your local 
gun dealer can 
recommend 
one. Soft oil finishes on wood do 
not scratch as easily, but have a 
tendency to dry during periods 
of storage 
Before storing, a fresh coat of 
oil should be rubbed thoroughly 
into the wood As a carryover 
from service days 
1 prefer 
linseed oil for this purpose, but 
it requires lots of elbow grease 
to rub in. 
If the shotgun is then to 
remain inactive for an ex­ 
tended period, proper storage 
requires some consideration 
Guns should never be stored in 
those 
cases 
designed 
for 
transporting 
firearms. 
They 
absorb moisture like a sponge 
M etal 
storage 
cases 
with 
moisture absorbing packets are 
ideal since they prevent rusting 
and keep weapons out of sight 
Such cases usually come with a 
sturdy lodk for additional 
security 
The popular gun cases with 
glass doors make a handsome 
furniture fixture, but create 
some problems. Guns should be 
oiled weekly if stored in this 
type of case to prevent rusting 
Security is also a problem 
Since the guns are visible, they 
can 
become a 
magnet 
for 
thieves. Firing mechanisms or 
other parts that render the gun 
useless 
should 
be 
removed 
when storing them in glass 
fronted cases Parts removed 
should be stored in a separate 
secure location, like a metal 
strong box. 
Sporting firearm s are a 
valuable possession If properly 
cared for. they will continue to 
appreciate in value annually 
and to serve usefully for a 
lifetime 
Very few consumer 
products contain both 
those 
qualities today. 
Cabin time can also be spent 
getting ready for the upcoming 
fishing seasons. The tackle box 
contains hours of activity to 
alleviate the bottled up feeling 
Favo rite lures need hooks 
sharpened or replaced, fillet 
knives can be honed and excess 
baggage can be removed 
All contents and 
the box 
should be cleaned and rinsed 
thoroughly to remove human 
odors. Also, rods and reels 
should be attended to now. 
Heels should be cleaned and 


oiled and 
line 
should 
be 
replaced. Line guides should be 
checked for wear and replaced 
if needed. 
M aintenance during these 
idle periods is rewarding in two 
wavs. It prevents the rush of 
preparing the night before an 
outing and it keeps equipment 
in peak operating condition. 
Working on equipment now also 
benefits in flashbacks and 
daydreams. 
Sitting alone at the work 
bench cleaning the old double- 
barrel, the mind flashes back. 
Remember the overcast first of 
September last year, the doves 
filled the sky or the 15th of 
November and seven hours of 
upanddown hill bunny hunting. 
W hile cleaning fly-line the 
beauty of stream fishing and 
the green and liveliness of 
spring are nearly as clear as 
being there physically 
Now is the time for instruct­ 
ing young outdoorsmen and 
women. Have then at your side 
by the workbench and explain 
what you’re doing and why. 
Take the time to answer the 
questions that come as actively 
as feeding a school of bluegills 
after a dry-fly. 
Hunting and fishing sports, 
like no others, can be shared 
with our youth. We can enjoy 
the outdoors together on an 
equal basis and not as spectator 
and participant. The outdoors

DEAR DR. LAMB - I 
received a letter from my 
brother, age 62. who lives in 
the Soviet Union. He was 
hospitalized for 35 days in an 
emergency hospital. It was 
determined that he had lung 
trouble in his right lung. It 
was filling with fluid which 
was removed 
He was sent 
home and stayed in bed for 10 
days and then went back to 
work as a teacher. 
He continues to have pain in 
his right side When he comes 
home from school he goes 
straight to bed. It was 
diagnosed as “wet plevrite ” 
He was told the only cure was 
medicine which is available in 
the United States. 
My family doctor gave me a 
prescription for isoniazid. 
Since it is not permitted to 
send medicine to the Soviet 
Union, I found a friend who is 
going for a visit there and will 
deliver it for me. 
What is the cause and what 
is the cure? There has never 
been this type of illness in our 
family My father died at the 
age of 90 and my uncle is still 
living in the old country at the 
age of 88. I'd appreciate it if 
you would answer my ques­ 
tion as I am very concerned 
about my brother. 
DEAR READER - The 
term “wet plevrite” is not 
used in this country, but I 
assume from your description 
it must be wet pleurisy. This 
means an accumulation of 
fluid in the chest cavity sur­ 
rounding the right lung. Fluid 
in that location or on the left 
side can be withdrawn with a 
needle which I presume is 
what you mean by being pull­ 
ed out. 
Fluid in the chest cavity 
may be caused by many 
different disorders including 
heart disease and even cancer 
of the lung. It can be 
associated with pleurisy 
—inflammation of the linings 


of the lung and chest cavity. 
The cause in some instances is 
never established. 
Isoniazid is used to treat 
tuberculosis. I do not recom­ 
mend taking it without close 
supervision of a doctor 
It 
won’t cure anything but tuber­ 
culosis and that could be the 
cause of your brother’s il­ 
lness. If so, he would again 
need careful supervision, not 
only for the isoniazid treat­ 
ment but also of his progress 
in overcoming the disease. My 
guess is that your brother 
does not have tuberculosis. If 
he did I am sure the doctors in 
the Soviet Union would have 
treated him quite differently. 
The soreness is no doubt 
from the pleurisy reaction and 
pleuritic pain is associated 
with muscle spasms involving 
the small muscles between 
the ribs. Binding the chest 
sometimes gives relief by 
preventing movement of the 
muscles. 
Heat applications 
may also help. Tile proper 
treatment, however, depends 
entirely upon what the un­ 
derlying cause of fluid in the 
chest really is. 
I am skeptical that there 
are any medicines we have 
here that are not available in 
the Soviet Union. Remember, 
the Soviet doctors can get 
medical 
information and 
medicines from most coun­ 
tries in the world and we have 
a fairly free flow of medical 
information worldwide. 
To give you a better idea of 
how the lungs work I am sen­ 
ding you The Health Letter 
number 2-4, Keeping Your 
Lungs Fit. Others who want 
this information can send 50 
cents with a long, stamped, 
self-addressed envelope for it. 
Just send your letter to me in 
care of this newspaper, P.O. 
Box 1551, Radio City Station, 
New York, NY 10019. And, I 
hope your brother improves.

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns grocery carts in 
the supermarkets. Many times I see shoppers park their carts 
in the middle of an aisle. Then they stand to one side while tak­ 
ing their purchases off the shelf. No one can get by them. It 
would be so helpful to grocery shoppers, some of whom are in 
a hurry, if carts were parked on only one side of the aisle. 
Thanks for listening. — MRS R.H.C. 
DEAR POLLY — I find that spray starch works wonders for 
removing creases from polyester materials which are left 
when a dress is lengthened. You may have to repeat the 
process. Too much spray starch will cling to your iron but it is 
easily removed with a damp cloth. — BESSIE. 
DEAR POLLY — I was once “done in’’ by a little boy who 
whipped a marking pen out of his pocket during Sunday School 
and marked my wool dress. The ink was permanent, but turn­ 
ed out to be soluble in alcohol. Maybe Wendy will find this a 
help with her daughter’s dress. — LOIS. 
DEAR LOIS and other readers — Do test the effect of the 
alcohol first. It causes some colors to run, and do not use it on 
acetate. — POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY — Recently I made a discovery that I think 
will be of interest to other homemakers. When washing tile 
floors, and you wish to remove the wax, put a cup of washing 
(not baking) soda in a quart of hot water to dissolve it. Let 
stand for five minutes. This is easier than using any stripper I 
have ever tried and the floor is whiter. It is also economical.

Death-Plot 
Scare Laid 
To Blunder 


'CLEVELAND (U PI) - An 
administrative blunder by the 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta inadvertently caused a 
death-plot scare among the 
nation’s federal employees and 
law enforcement personnel, it 
was reported today. 
A series of internal federal 
communications based 
upon 
inaccurate information led the 
CDC to issue the unnecessary 
warning to all federal agencies 
Thursday, according to The 
Plain Dealer 


"TheCDC warns that there is 
a reason to believe that a lethal 
lorm of tear gas. which looks 
like 
talcum 
powder, 
called 
Lance,’ has been mailed to 
various government offices 
throughout the country,” the 
newspaper quoted the warning 
as saying “ If tasted, it will 
cause instant death If smelled, 
it will cause permanent brain 
damage." 


The communiques originated 
in Alaska more than a month 
ago after a customs agent said 
he believed he had confiscated 
the deadly substance from a 
man he arrested on a drug 
charge. The Plain Dealer 
reported, adding 
that the 
warning said the substance had 
been mailed in airtight pack­ 
ages and was sealed in plastic 
bags, foil or Baggies. 
“ All packages received to 
date have been mailed from zip 
code 11367,” the warning said, 
according to the newspaper. 


The alarm was unwarranted, 
a spokesman for the CEC told 
the newspaper, saying no 
packages containing the deadly 
substance are known to have 
been received. He indicated the 
alert and zip code warning 
could be traced to an erroneous 
report that a dissident group at 
Queens College, Queens, N.Y, 
had sent packages The col­ 
lege's zip code is 11367. 


There also was a report a 
Temple. Tex , woman had 
sniffed the substance believing 
it to be cocaine and had suf­ 
fered brain damage, according 
to The Plain Dealer, which said 
the Texas and Alaska border 
were discounted after analyses 
were conducted in federal 
laboratories.

Removal 
of 
this winter’s 
heavy snow will have cost 
Salem Township about $13,000 
to $15.000 by the time it is over. 
Township 
Trustee 
John 
Simonds said Thursday. The 
accumulation was so deep the 
township had to hire contrac­ 
tors to remove it because the 
normal road equipment “ just 
couldn't handle it ” 
Simonds estimates that about 
one fourth of the 40 miles of 
roads in the township were 
covered with snow deep enough 
to require bulldozers or pay- 
loaders to remove it. “ It was 
five to 10 feet deep in places, 
and a truck or road grader just 
can’t handle it,” he said. Some 
14 roads were blocked in 
stretches from one-quarter of a 
mile to a mile. The last road 
was opened Wednesday night, 
according to Simonds. 
The township hired three con­ 
tractors with a total of eight 
pieces of equipment to do the 
job. including Skeels Brothers 
with three bulldozers and a 
backhoe, Grubbs Brothers with 
a bulldozer and a payloader and 
Gurlea Brothers with two pay- 
loaders. 
The township road crews also 
worked 
hard on the 
snow 
removal, sometimes working 25 
hours at a stretch. 
Simonds is worried about 
hilly areas in the township sur­ 
rounded by open fields where 
snow is piled up to 12 feet in 
places. “ If the wind gets going 
there, sometimes up to 30 to 40 
miles per hour, the drifts could 
blow back onto the roads,” he 
said. “ If some of these 12-foot 
drifts blow back down it might 
be weeks before we could dig 
the people back out.” 
He cited other problems in 
the township, such as driveway 
snow on the roads and snow- 
rnobilers. 
A hazard is created where 
some persons have cleared 
their driveways onto the roads, 
according to Simonds. In one 
instance, the excess snow on 
the road forced a fuel truck to 
stop during its deliveries to the 
area. 
Snow mobiles cause the snow 
to pack down and harden. The 
hardened snow can catch in a 
snow- blade and throw a truck 
into a ditch. Simonds is asking 
that snowmobiles not be ridden 
on the roads. 
He is pleased, however, with 


the way neighbors have co­ 
operated with each other 
during the bad weather. 
“People living near each 
other who were snowed in 
helped each other out,” he said. 
"They’ve really risen to the 
challenge.”
